i An Adventurous Life. 


That remarkable novelist, Mr. 
Joseph Conrad, who now receives a 
well-deserved pension from the Eng- 
lish Civil List, is a Pole by birth, 
He was born in 1857, his father be- 
ing a well-known poet and critic, 
and the proprietor of a review in 
Warsaw. As the elder Conrad was 
an ardent patriot, he came under the 
notice of the Russian Government, 
and.-was.-arrested just before the 

ng 61. Various 
members of the Conrad family were 
concerned in this rising, and the 
novelist’s mother was banished to 
Siberia. 

Mr. Joseph Conrad was educated 
in Cracow, and in his youth follow- 
ed the sea. His first voyage was 
made on an English trading vessel, 
and in this manner he acquired a 
knowledge of the English language. 
He stuck to the sea for many years, 
and—qualified as a master in 1884, 
becoming at the same time a natur- 
alized British subject. About ten 
years later he wrote his first novel, 
“Almayer’s Folly,” and though it did 
not secure many readers, the liter- 
ary critics were kind, and Mr. Con- 
rad resolved to adopt writings as a 
profession. 

Mr. Conrad writes English with a 
rare sense of style and beauty, so 
that it is a surprise to many of his 
admiring readers to learn that he is 
employing a language which he did 
enot acquire until after boyhood

Perhaps an illustration may make 
this quite clear. Measles is a defin- 
ite germ disease, It is widely spread 
over the earth, but not by any means 
universally spread; for example, it 
seems fo have been unknown among 
the North American Indians prior to 
the coming of the Spaniards. As a 
consegyence, when an epidemic of 
measles strikes an Indian settlement 
the mortality is tremendous and in 
some cases an entire village has been 
swept away, every man, woman and 
child perishing from measles. Yet, 
among the white race, the disease 
has been so prévalent that it has be- 
come one of the common maladies of 
childhood’ and is hardly dreaded 
with regard to its fatal effect. 

The white race, therefore, by hav- 
ing had these diseases for many 
thogsand years has built. up an 
organism that is almost immune, or 
in other words it has perfected its 
resistance to a hostile environment. | 

Especially is this true in the 
world of work and thought. Too 
hard work is one of the diseases of 
civilization. But the very fact of 
the compulsion of enduring life, al- 
though working too hard, has en- 
abled a man or a woman to endure 
heavy toil and has developed the 
human race to that extent. Eight or 
ten hours of continuous toil to a 
race not accustomed to it would kill 
it off speedily. The same is true 
about thinking. The Bushman and 
Negritoes, for example, can by no 
means follow a conversation with 
each other for more than two min- 
utes, and when a white man learns 
their tongue and tries to talk to 
them, at the end of three or four 
minutes of questioning or attention 
in listening they fall to the ground 
in sheer dizziness and weariness or. 
go temporarily mad under the 
strain. Yet, under the force of pov- 
erty, faithfulness of duty, the desire 
for fame or some such motive, men 
have worked all their lives 12 and 
hours a day without suffering for 
t.

The usual and most satisfactory 
method Is to do it with marking ink, 
either, on the material itself or on. a 
Small piece of tape sewed on it. The 
former is preferable, as the mark 
cannot be obliterated, whereas if is a 
Simple matter for the tape to be re- 
moved and replaced by another piece 
with some one elso's initials. With cer. 
tain articles, such as stockings and 
other garments the texture of which 
wilt not permit of the use of ink, tape 
must of course be used. 

The place where the mark should 
appear is a matter of individual taste, 
but it is most useful in (hat part which 
Can be most easily sccn when the 
article is folded and put away. Tor 
instance, stockings should be marked 
at the inside of the top of the leg, 
tablecloths on the under side at the 
corner, nightdresses at the bottom of 
the front opening or at the inside of 
the back of the collar band. 

Articles of a similar kind fn use at 
the same time should, in addition to 
the initials, be marked with numbers 
as well. For instance, in the case of 
handkerchiefs they should be marked 
with the initials of the owner, under 
which should be put numbers 1, 2, 3, 
and so on; the same with stockings, 
nightdresses, serviettes, tablecloths, 
sheets and, in fact, cverything that 
can be marked at all. They should 
then be placed in the drawer or linen 
cupboard, as the case may be, with 
the numbers in consecutive order. If 
they are then taken out for uso In their 
right order and replaced in the same 
manner after washing, one article will 
not receive more than its fair share of 
use. Thus, if handkerchiefs numbered 
1 to G6 had been used and washed, they 
should be replaced under those num- 
bered 7 to 12, so (hat tgey will not 
be used again before the latter. Again, 
{f tablecloth No. 2 is to go to the 
laundry, you will know that it is now 
the turn of No. 3, and No. 1 will not 
be brought into use out of its proper 
order.

GOING BACK FOR GOLD. 


Col. MacGregor Will Look Up Long 
Neglected Field. 

About thirty-five years ago a party 
of prospectors, while exploring the 
north-western slope of the Rocky 
Mountains in British Columbia, came 
upon promising indications in a se- 
cluded valley, hidden in the depths 
of what was then the great wilder- 
uess beyond the divide. They had 
panned out gold along the Cariboo, | 
and from there had pushed on in the 
hope of finding new fields. They 
were interested for a time in a 
gravel bank on a tributary of the 
Omineca River, where one hundred 
dollars a day were secured for every 
man working on the bank. 

Pushing on, the party came to the 
valley in which they found most 
promising indications; but the sea- 
son was far advanced, the supplies 
were running short, and the party 
was obliged to leave the valley be- 
fore thoroughly testing its worth, 
Returning to camp, the men separat- 
ed; and of that party, only one mem- 
ber is alive to-day—Colonel Donald 
MacGregor, of Williamstown, Glen- 
garry, Ont. He knows the location 
of the valley where gold was found, 
but which was left unexplored, and 
he has now under consideration an 
expedition to the distant place 
among the still unexplored wilds of 
the western slope of the Rockies.

Visiting Canada this 
past summer she made the complaint 
that the re: bee of the doings of the 
militant suffragésts were not correctly 
reported in the English press and fur- 
ther that the reports sent to Canada 
did not give a true picture of the sit- 
uation in Hngland. She. volunteered 
the following account of the. meeting 
with which the militants’ fall cam- 
paign was re-opened in England, It 
is given as presenting the militant 
suffragist view: 

Yesterday, the 6th “ot October, saw 
the reopening of the meetings of the 
Women’s Social and Political Union, 
The debate was to take place at 3.15 
But long before that hour the hall was 
packed with men and women. Every 
woman was closely scrutinized by the 
police as she entered, for it was ex- 
pected that Miss Annie Kenny. cre of 
the suffragist leaders, a prisoner un: 
der the infamous ‘Cat ‘and Mouse’ Act, 
would be there. 

Punctually at 3.15 Mrs. Dacre Fox 
and Mrs, ‘General’ Drummond came 
upon. the stage, receiving wild cheers 
from the vast audience. A wonderful 
ovation greeted the elusive Miss Ken- 
ny as she came forward from behind, 
a banner. 

She is a tiny, slender slip of a crea- 
ture, and no one looking at the child- 
ish figure could believe, if they did not 
know, that she is a magnificent fighter 
for the freedom of women and tliat 
she has done five or six hunger strikes. 

Mrs; Dacre Fox, as chairman, spoke 
afew words Then Mrs. ‘General’ 
Drummond addressed the meeting. It 
was her Arst meeting for many 
months, aS she has been in a nursing 
home undergoing two serious opera- 
tions.” Standing with the aid of a 
stick, she told us how the Government 
might break the bodies of thesyomen, 
but it could not break their spirit in 
their fight for political justice.

I understand that regulations pulting 
in foree sample markets at Winnipex 
and Fort William are to be issued 
shortly by the grain:commission, and 
that the sample markets will be estab- 
lished some time at the beginning of 
December Is that correct? 

Mr. Dunning—I understand that this 
is correct. That it is the intention 
of the Dominion grain commissién to 
put such regulations into effect in De- 
cember . 

Will the establishment of such sam. 
ple markets be of benefit to the pro- 
‘ducer undér the present cor‘litions? 
No, | do not believe it will. for the 
| reason th: sample market means 
}the mixing of grado in terminal eleva- 
tors In fact there would be no ob- 
| Ject in buying grain on a sample mar- 
| ket except with the object of mixittg 
| grades to the minimum. 
| Would not our Canadian millers 
ecmpete on the sample market for,a 
}cortain type of grain? 

Practically all of the great milling 
industries of the country have their 
own line of collecting elevators and 
have a splendid opportunity at the pre- 
| sent time to gather whatever type of 
{grain they wont without bidding on 
a sample market. 

Is it not a fact that a large number 
of farmers believe that a sample 
market would mean higher prices to 
the producer? 

There is a belie’ to that effect based 
jon the assumption that the European 
|importer at the present time is get- 
ting something for which h» does not 
pay in the surplus value of grades. 
Sample market advocates argue that 
European importers pay for the min- 
imum of the grade, and frequently re- 
ceive the average, and occasionally 
the maximum of the grade, and the 
idea of sample market advocates is 
that by mixing ell grades to the mini- 
mum that this advantage and surplus 


cf the mixer cd the western farmers. 
In this connection I believe that the 
first man to get his fingers on surplus 
profit, if any exists, would be the mix- 
jer: and the farme1 depends for his 
share of it if it exists upca competi- 
Ee between mixers on the sample 


market.

Sailing along the 
coast for some distance he found a 


dropped anchor. Upon landing the 
country was seen to be clothed with 
vegetation and the streams swarm- 
ing with fine salmon. Trees of large 
growth grew in great numbers just ! 
back from the shore, and the climate 
was balmy and delightful. Of na- 
tives they saw nothing, and believed 
the land uninhabited. 

Rejoiced over his important dis- 
covery, Bforn returned to Iceland | 
and communicated the news to his 
friend Lief, son of Eric the Red, who 
had founded the colony on the coast | 
of that island. The two ambitious | 
young men immediately entered into 
an agreement to share the expense 
of equipping a suitable vessel, sail- |

For this pur- 
pose he embarked some 70 men and 
women, glad to exchange the bleak 
shores of Iceland for the rich mea- 
dows and purling streams of this 
promised land. 


The Tron Chink. 


Greatest of all labor-saving de- , 
vices in the canneries is the ‘‘iron 
chink.” which cuts off the heads, 
tails and fins, and cleans as many 
fish in one minute as could 51 work- 
ers in the old way. It is a compara- 
tively small affair, drum-shaped and 
of simple mechanism. After leaving 
the “iron chink’’ the fish are cut, 
mostly by machinery, into sizes for 
the different shaped tins, and then 
packed by hand into these. The 
tops of the tins are then soldered 
on, the tins boiled, pierced, sealed 
again, and thoroughly cooked, and 
after being allowed to cool and again 
being tested for leaks, are lacquered 
and ready for shipment, most buyers 
labelling the salmon with their own 
brand.
